At the meeting of the Council of 
the Town of Didsbury, held Mon- 
day evening, a petition was pre- 
sented to council, signed by about 
45 ratepayers east of the track, re- 
questing that the proposed water 
system be extended upon the instal- 
lation of the system, to make water 
available from the proposed water 
system to the residents on the east 
side of the C.P.R. track.
